1. DEPARTMENT (EUR/SOV) INFORMED ZNAMENSKIY OF SOVIET

"TOVARISHCH" AND "KPUZENSHTERN," ANCHOR 10-15 METERS 
OFESHORE IN THE AREA OE PIER 84. AT SAME TIME DEPARTMENT 
INFORMED ZNAMENSKIY OF CONCERN OE AUTHORITIES IN NEW YORK 
THAT TWO SHIPS WOULD BE UNABLE TO HOLD TO ANCHORAGE IN 
THAT AREA BECAUSE OE HEAVY CURRENT. IN THIS CASE TWO

SHIPS WOULD HAVE TO BE REMOVED FROM AREA. ZNAMENSKIY 
RESPONDED THAT BOTH SHIPS HAD HEAVY ANCHORS WHICH WOULD

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2. DEPARTMENT ALSO MENTIONED POSSIBILITY OF MOVING TWO 
SHIPS TO ANOTHER MORE SECURE BERTH, WITHOUT GIVING DETAILS 
OF LOCATION OF THIS BERTH. 

3. DEPARTMENT ADVISED ZNAMENSKIY THAT SOVIET CONCERNS 
HAD BEEN CONVEYED IN FULL TO COAST GUARD AND THAT FURTHER 
INTERVENTION EROM WASHINGTON COULD ONLY COMPLICATE 
MATTER. FROM HERE ON MASTERS OF TWO VESSELS SHOULD BE 

IN DIRECT CONTACT WITH CAPTAIN OF PORT OF NEW YORK. 

4. SOVIET PROPOSAL TO ANCHOR 10-15 METERS FROM PIER MADE 
lY ZNAMENSKIY DURING MEETING WITH DEPARTMENT OFEICERS 
THIS MORNING. DURING THAT MEETING SECURITY PROBLEMS 

OF MOVING SOVIET SHIPS TO GRAVESEND (DANGER OE COLLISION, 
LARGE NUMBER OF PLEASURE CRAET, INADEQUATE SECURITY 
PATROL COVERAGE) WERE EXPLAINED TO ZNAMENSKIY AND HE 
APPEARED TO AGREE THAT THIS WAS NOT A SATISEACTORY 
ALTERNATIVE. ZNAMENSKIY THEN PROPOSED 10-15 METER 
SOLUTION. ZNAMENSKIY ALSO STATED THAT REASONS SOVIETS 
DESIRED TO CHANGE BERTH ARRANGEMENTS WAS BECAUSE SOVIETS 
HAD RECEIVED A NUMBER OF TELEPHONE AND LETTER THREATS
